The answer appears to bp that an 
intensiv e effort is made, but that the 
j machinery slips a cog now and then 
The magnitude of the effort is il­ 
lustrated by a couple of statistics: 


l..L ast y ear the Civ il Serv ice 
commission made 230.000 checks on 
applicants for nosensitiv e jobs, such 
as 
mailmen. 
These checks cost 
about $5 each. 


2. In the same period, the com­ 
mission made 35,000 “ full field in­ 
v estigations” 
of 
people 
wanting 
sensitiv e jobs, such as computer 
operators handling national defense 
data. The cost of these probes 
av eraged about $39 0. 


The C i v i l Serv ice Commission 
handles most — but not all — of 
these inv estigations for the ex ecutiv e 
branch 
of 
gov ernment. 
The 
FBI 
handles quite a few, including White 
House appointees. And each of the 
military serv ices has its own in­ 
v estigativ e branches. 


Under an ex ecutiv e order issued 
y ears ago and reinforced in another 
order of 19 48. ev ery appointiv e officer 
in the ex ecutiv e branch, from cabinet 
officer down to waste-basket emptier, 
is supposed to hav e clearance of 
some kind or another. 


The highest clearances are required 
for 
all 
members of 
the National 
Security Council ex cept 
the presi­ 
dent and v ice president and all who 
attend council sessions where serisi- 
I liv e matters are discussed. This in- 
j eludes the secretary of stale, the 
secretary of defense and the director 
of the Office of Emergency Planning.

The Conserv ativ es of 
former Prime Minister Sir Alec Doug­ 
las-Home had 303 seats and the Lib­ 
eral party 9 —an ov er-all majority for 
Wilson of fiv e. 
The last seat is ex pected to be held 
by the Conserv ativ es, reducing the 
i slender Labor margin iurther. 


Wilson mov ed swiftly to form his | 
administration. Within hours of his 
call to Buckingham Palace where ; 
he met with Queen Elizabeth II on 
his appointment, the Prime Minis­ 
ter named his first six cabinet min­ 
isters. 


The key post of foreign secretary 
went to Patrick Gordon Walker, des­ 
pite his defeat for a Commons seat 
at the hands of a Tory candidate.
